than vegetables, as a rule, and a 
limited food 
supply is likely to 


mean a one-sided diet composed of 
a few of the cheapest foods. Such 
one-sideness is almost certain to 
cause 
malnutrition 
and illness. 


Garden crops are a protection to 
the family health.

You would not need, rf course, 


to raise all the vegetables in The 
list in order to have a balanced 
supply. The idea is that you would 
choose from the groups according 
to the family preferences. Or you 
might substitute beet tops, turnip 
tops, kale, brussels sprout? or 
chard for the caboaga, lettuce, or 
spinach; broccoli, ikra, or eggplant 
for beans, asparagus, cauliflower, 
or celery. A family of five would 
need, in all, something like 40 or 
45 pounds of vegetables per week, 
az least, or more than 2,000 pounds 
for the year. 


To get the most our of any gard- 


en, keep the land working every 
minute of the growing season. This 
is the advice of one of the garden 
specialists of the U. 3'. Department 
of Agriculture, 
W. R. Beattie, 


whose garden is in Maryland, near 
ihe District- of .Columbia line. _ Of 
peas, .Mr. Beattie says, he puts in 
3 rows, each about 100 feet long, 
plantings about a week apart, 1 
row at a time.
